With a $75,000 line of 
credit on the table, council 
voted Monday to give 
Martin Mazza and his father

A recommendation from 
the planning committee to 
have the town contract the 
work and put a lien on the 
properties was set aside, 
with the proviso that if regu¬ 
lar inspections indicate the 
work is not on schedule, the 
n could step in and have 
it completed.

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Region to charge NOTL for transit that doesn’t touch town

Council will ask

Councillor Gary Zalepa 


admits he was on a bit of a 
rant when he spoke about 
regional transit last week, but 
he is frustrated that the 
region is charging Niagara- 
on-the-Lake taxpayers for a 
service they are not receiving. 

A service, he adds, that res¬ 
idents made clear they need. 

A much-discussed regional 


inter-municipal pilot project 
is moving ahead, but there is 
no plan for any of the eight 
buses the region is funding to 
roll into town. 

Zalepa asked, and received 
support, for the region to be 
notified that NOTL’s official 
position to the pilot project is 
that the routes as outlined are 



unacceptable and need 
adjusting to include service 
to NOTL. 

The region will spend $3.7 
million on eight buses and up 
to $2.7 million on operating 
costs for a pilot project that 
will see Niagara Falls, 
Welland and St. Catharines 
transit systems providing a 
triangle of inter¬ 
municipal service 
to their own cities. 
The funding will be 
collected on the tax 
levies of all 12

The pilot project will begin 
in October, with NOTL pay¬ 
ing its share of operating 
costs—about $91,400 in 2011, 
and $182,000 for each of the 
years the pilot project contin¬ 
ues. The capital expenses for 
the buses will be taken from 
regional reserves, built up 
with taxes from all munici¬ 
palities. 

Although residents attend¬ 
ing an open house held in 
NOTL last summer stated 
clearly they felt the system 


should connect to town— 
and regional representatives 
were there to hear the mes¬ 
sage—there is no mention of 
an NOTL connection in the 
signed contract that came to 
NOTL councillors as infor¬ 
mation only.

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Discussion that could include public/private partnership expected at council 


While a partnership of pri¬ 
vate businesses provides 
transportation for Niagara- 
on-the-Lake residents, the 
town is looking at their role 
in the issue of transit. 

NOTL Transit stepped up 
to the plate last November 
with a subsidized service for 
seniors and youth. 

David Mole of NOTL 


Transit said his business 
partner Casey McNab and 
his father Ian met with the 
town this week to discuss 
both the town-commis¬ 
sioned transit survey of last 
summer and the data the pri¬ 
vate transit provider has 
accumulated. 

Mole said the subsidized 
service is attracting more use 


than anticipated—they have 
increased their six-month 
forecast to 6,000 rides, up 
from the 3,300 subsidized 
tickets they expected to sell. 

They also fell $15,000 short 
of the $50,000 they hoped to 
raise from corporate spon¬ 
sors to see them through the 
first 18 months of operation. 

He said that although the 


system is by no means per¬ 
fect—there are still kinks to 
be ironed out—the service 
seems to be meeting the 
short-term needs of the com¬ 
munity. The next step, he 
said, is to create a long-term 
sustainable solution. 

And as part of that solu¬ 
tion, the region needs to step 
up to the plate with an inter¬ 


municipal system that reach¬ 
es NOTL, he said. 

Public works director 
Ewald Kuczera says he has 
been working on a trans¬ 
portation report for council, 
but at the time of the last 
council discussion, NOTL 
Transit "wasn’t in the mix.” 

He is looking at the town’s 
taxi token program, which 


subsidizes taxi rates, and 
what is being offered by 
NOTL Transit to determine 
what is still required, and 
how the town could provide 
that, on its own or by working 
with NOTL Transit. 

He expects a report to 
council could be presented 
at last meeting in February or 
early in March, he said.

Kaiser supported the 
extension as a less-con¬ 
frontational way to achieve 
compliance, she said, with 
the assurance that the town 
will be watching to ensure 
the work will be carried out 
on schedule. 

Councillor Jamie King 
said he also supported 
accepting the letter of credit 
with a June 1 deadline as the 
best solution for having the 
work completed, but indi¬ 
cated he is still concerned 
about the process that 
brought council to that out- 

He suggested there needs 
to be a policy regarding out¬ 
standing site plans so coun¬ 
cil cannot be accused of 



He also expressed his fear 
that "in a quest to show 
we’re not giving any prefer¬ 
ential treatment, we are 
treating this property owner 
as a special case in an 
attempt to send a strong 
message to the community." 

Lord Mayor Dave Eke also 
supported accepting the let¬ 
ter of credit to allow the 
Mazzas to have the work 
completed themselves. 

“This will reflect co-oper¬ 
ation and the good will of 
council," he said. 

Following the council 
meeting, Mazza said he is 
looking forward to working 
with the planning depart¬ 
ment on a revised agree¬ 
ment that will be acceptable 
to both sides, and is com¬ 
fortable with the June 1 
deadline.

Awkward and uncomfortable— 
it was not council’s best moment 


S peaking in harsh terms about a 
fellow councillor was awkward, 
one councillor admitted this 
week while dealing with a recommen¬ 
dation to aggressively complete 
improvements to satisfy a site plan 
agreement that was signed in 2002. 

It was also very uncomfortable for 
those who had to listen to councillors 
speak not only stern words but in what 
seemed like a more confrontational 
manner than was necessary. 

And was repeated, it seemed, com¬ 
pletely unnecessarily. 

The fact of the matter was not disput¬ 
ed, that a site plan agreement had been 
signed but not completed. 

In a different circumstance, a busi¬ 
ness owner might have come to council, 
explained extenuating circumstances 
and been granted some leniency. That 
couldn’t happen in this situation, or at 
least it didn't. The councillor, who 
would have been in conflict if he had 
spoken during the discussion, sat quiet¬ 
ly and took the criticism. 

As business owner Ed Kurtz said 
when he came to council to speak—on 


behalf of other business owners, we 
were told—there might have been cir¬ 
cumstances of which council was 
unaware. The cost of the property 
improvements have obviously 
increased, and business circumstances, 
as we all know, have deteriorated since 

Mr. Kurtz spoke with the kindness 
and respect that was absent when coun¬ 
cillors spoke last week, and his words 
were a gentle rebuke, a reminder that 
this is a caring community where neigh¬ 
bours are treated like neighbours, 
where we should be offering a helping 
hand up, not an angry shove that might 
have spelled the end to a local business. 

The situation appears to have been 
resolved satisfactorily, and with some 
effort to extend that helping hand. The 
work will hopefully be completed on 
schedule. 

This is not about excusing a business¬ 
man from fulfilling his responsibilities, 
or suggesting there should be special 
treatment. It is to say just the opposite— 
that we hope not to see that kind of 
treatment of anyone at council again.

There will be daily, 
monthly or yearly passes 
available, and the area wifi 
be open seven days a week, 
but the specific hours have 
not yet been determined.

Cost of Regulation Driving Electricity Cost Higher 

The electricity industry is regulated by three principle agencies of the Government of Ontario; The Ontario Power Authority (OPA), The Independent Electricity System Operator 
(IESO), and, The Ontario Energy Board (OEB). 

The OPA is the organization that is central to the Ontario Government’s initiatives in the areas of conservation and green energy. The OPA is behind many of the programs you see 
that are designed to encourage the more efficient use of electricity and the move to alternate sources of energy such a solar and wind power. They also play a roll in planning the 
long term evolution of Ontario’s electricity system in order to ensure that we have adequate supply and that we successfully shift off coal generation. As part of this responsibility, 
they commit Ontarians to buy fixed amounts of power from selected generators independent of market price. The intent of this contracting process is to insure the stability of supply 
in the Province. The organization started up in 2005 with an operating budget of $14.1 Million. Since then operating costs have risen to $64.1 million, an increase of over 350%. 
These costs are recovered by fees charged to electricity Customers and are part of the Regulatory Charges total on your bill. 

The IESO balances the supply and demand for electricity in Ontario and then directs the flow of power across the province's transmission lines. They monitor the demand for electricity 
Province wide and every five minutes forecast future needs. They know what the OPA has committed the province to buy. If they need more, they buy the power they need on the 
open market. This market works like any other; the higher the demand, the higher the price. On the other hand, if the amount of power that they are committed to buy is higher than 
the need at any given moment, the IESO must sell off the surplus. This can be tricky because more often than not, when Ontario has a surplus of power, many of the potential buyers 
are in the same position. The IESO also looks further into the future to assess whether there will be enough electricity to meet our needs in the longer term and whether the grid will 
be able to deliver those needs reliably. It costs about $135 Million a year to operate the IESO and these costs have remained about the same for the past five years. These costs 
are covered by fees charged on each kilowatt of power delivered through the system and are one component of the Regulatory Charges total on your bill. 

The OEB is the central regulatory agency for Electricity and Natural Gas supply in Ontario. They perform a long list of tasks ranging 
from the setting of codes, rules and guidelines for companies to follow to the setting of approved rates. In the electricity sector, they 
not only approve the rates charged by companies like NOTL Hydro, they also approve the rates charged to Customers by other regu¬ 
latory agencies like the IESO and OPA. In 2009, it cost $33.9 Million to operate the OEB, an increase of almost 40% over 2005. These 
costs are recovered by billing the companies that are regulated. As one of the companies regulated by the OEB, NOTL Hydro must 
pay a bill each year for “our share” of the OEB’s annual operating cost. These charges are not part of the Regulatory Charges part of 
your bill. They do impact your total bill however as they are part of the direct operating costs of NOTL Hydro and as such, these costs, 
and a number of other regulatory related charges are reflected in the Delivery Charges component of your bill. 

This idea of shifting the cost of regulation as well as the cost of implementation of government programs onto the operating cost of 
companies like NOTL Hydro is not isolated. As a recent example, much publicity accompanied the new “Ontario Clean Energy Benefit” 
which will provide hydro Customers with a 10% discount on their bills. To make this discount happen, NOTL Hydro has had to modify 
our billing system to reflect, promote and present the discount on your bill. In addition we have been ordered to use specially printed 
envelopes promoting the “Clean Energy Benefit" forcing us to purchase a new supply at additional cost. We also must pay the people who answer your phones calls when you call 
to ask for an explanation of the change on your bill. The result is an increase in our operating cost that ultimately must be recovered on your bills. 

NOTL Hydro is deeply concerned about the rapid ramp-up of the cost of regulation from two per¬ 
spectives. Operating costs for the three principle regulatory agencies have increased at a rate sig¬ 
nificantly higher than our own operating costs over the last few years and well above the rate of 
inflation. Of equal concern to us is the corresponding increase in the complexity and cost of admin¬ 
istration and billing at NOTL Hydro that has accompanied this continuing increase in regulatory bu¬ 
reaucracy. A continuing stream of complicated orders from regulatory agencies are forcing costly, 
complex changes to billing and other administrative systems putting pressure on Delivery Charges 
and generating little value for Customers. The OEB recently wrote NOTL Hydro and others indicating , 
that the OEB “...must consider how to manage the pace of rate or bill increases for consumers.” It 1 
is the opinion of NOTL Hydro that a serious look at reducing regulatory bureaucracy and complexity I 
offers great potential for cost reduction. Growing regulatory bureaucracy is a principle driver of op¬ 
erating cost increases at our company. 


A continuation of these trends could drive direct increases in the Regulatory Charges part of your 
bill. In addition NOTL Hydro is of the view that continued growth in the size and complexity of regu¬ 
lation of our business will inevitably drive increases in Delivery Charges.

The Shaw Festival is 
hoping for a first—vertical 


banners hanging from 
Queen Street light stan¬ 
dards proclaiming their 
50th season. 

Executive director 
Colleen Blake told council¬ 
lors the Festival has come a 
long way from its begin¬ 
nings of two plays at the 
Court House in the sum¬ 
mer of 1962, to seasons of 
11 productions that bring 
250,000 tourists to 
Niagara-on-the-Lake from 
across Canada and the US. 


Although the banner 
design hasn’t been final¬ 
ized, Blake presented 
councillors with the possi¬ 
bilities—tasteful but festive 
flags that would hang from 
22 lamp poles on Queen 
Street, bringing attention 
to the theatre’s 50th sea- 

“It would be a great way 
to connect with some of 
those tourists who are not 
coming to the Shaw," she 


While seat sales were 
good last year, there are 
always empty seats that 
could be filled, she said. 

The Festival would do all 
the work and assume all 
the cost, Blake added. 

The banners will be 
about six feet long by two 
feet wide, and will be made 
of a high quality vinyl-like 
material that won't fade 
from the sun or mildew 
from moisture. 

They hope to display the 


banners from April, when 
previews begin, to October. 

Councillors suggested 
the municipal heritage 
committee should be 
involved in the process, 
and called for a staff report 
that would include com¬ 
ments from the heritage 
committee and recom¬ 
mendations on how to 
handle future requests 
from other organizations 
before council makes their 
decision. 


At the Shaw’s recent 
annual general meeting, it 
was announced that the 
Festival’s 49th season 
closed with strong box 
office results. Attendance 
reached 262,000 or 67.3 per 
cent of capacity for 749 
performances. 

The Shaw’s economic 
impact amounts to about 
$72.7 million annually to 
the Niagara Region and 
$102.7 million to the 
province.
